Instructions on the Mass 


(By the Rev. G. M.) 


The Lavabo. 

Having made the oblation of the 
bread and wine, the priest retires to 
the Epistie-side of the altar, and there 
washes his fingers. Whilst doing 
this he recites the twenty-fifth Psalm, 
beginning at the sixth verse, with the 
words: “! will wash my hands among 
the Innocent and encompass the altar 
o the Lord.” This ceremony is 
called the Lavabo because the Latin 
equivalent for “I will wash" is 
“Lavabo.” This rite, the washing 
of the hands, is often met with in 
the Scriptures as an emblem of purity. 
It is with great propriety, therefore, 
that the Church has adopted into her 
service a ceremony so expressive of 
the innocence and purity with which 
we ought to approach the great Sacri- 
fice of the New Law. 

As the priest washes his hands in 
the sacristy before vesting for Mass, 
it may be asked, why this second 
washing after the Offertory? The 
reason of the second washing, during 
the Mass, must be sought in the early 
centuries of the Church. It was cus- 
tomary for the celebrant and the 
deacons to receive the loaves of bread 
and vessels of wine from the people 
az the Offertory. Hence there was a 
special need for this function, the 
washing of the hands, after the long 
ceremony in the ancient Church. 

At the end of the Psalm recited at 
the Lavabo, the priest adds: “Glory 
be to the Father, etc.” As this is a 
hymn of joy, it is properly omitted in 
the Masses for the dead, and at the 
time when the suffering and death of 
Christ are commemorated.

At the Orate Fratres the priest 
turns for the last time towards the 
people till the Sacrifice is accom- 
plished and Communion received. The 
reason is because he now enters upon 
thé solemn part of the Mass, which 
includes both the Consecration and 
Communion, and therefore requires 
his utmost attention. He may now 
be considered as having taken his 
leave, and entered, as did the High 
Priest of old, into the Holy of Hollies. 
Hitherto he has prayed as one of the 
congregation, standing in the midst of 
the people, speaking aloud, that they 
might join with him.
